EIGHTY  MILLION  $$$$  FOR 
LOW- RENT  HOUSING  IN 
PENNSYLVANIA 
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A NATION-STATE  EFFORT  TO  AID 
THE  ILL  HOUSED 


Congress,  at  President  Roosevelt’s  sugges- 
tion, has  provided  $800,000,000  for  low-rent 
housing  projects  for  the  low-income  groups.  It 
is  intended  to  lift  from  the  slums  a portion  of 
the  Nation’s  ’’one-third  ill  housed.’’ 

Pennsylvania,  through  the  efforts  of  the  ad- 
ministration of  Governor  Earle,  has  been 
awarded  $80,000,000,  with  which  it  is  playing 
its  part  in  providing  decent,  sanitary  dwellings 
to  be  rented  to  the  small  wage  earner  at  a rate 
that  will  not  hurt. 

Sixteen  Local  Housing  Authorities  are  now 
operating  in  Pennsylvania,  with  the  State  Board 
of  Housing  offering  its  every  assistance.  A 
total  of  $48,296,000  has  been  allotted  to  ten 
units  by  the  United  States  Housing  Authority. 

Loan  contracts  totaling  $23,310,000  have 
been  executed  by  Housing  Authorities  in  Phila- 


delphia,  Pittsburgh  and  Allentown,  and  the  ac- 
tual work  of  construction  should  soon  be  under 
way  in  those  areas.  Other  cities  and  counties 
having  Local  Authorities  are  making  rapid  prog- 
ress in  developing  preliminary  plans  for  their 
projects. 

An  $80,000,000  Housing  Program  in  Penn- 
sylvania means  20,000  new  family  units  at 
rental  costs  in  keeping  with  the  tenant’s  in- 
come. It  will  furnish  employment  for  65,000 
persons  at  the  prevailing  wage  rate,  over  a 
period  of  one  year.  It  will  provide  a real  im- 
petus to  private  industry.

"Good  housing  * * * should  be  a funda- 
mental American  birthright.  Let  us  work  to 
make  it  so.”

"Pennsylvania  is  to  eliminate  our  slums, 
greatly  reduce  disease  and  crime  and  stimulate 
industry  by  a most  progressive  and  vigorous 
housing  program,”  Governor  Earle  declared  in 


launching  the  movement  to  provide  healthful 
homes,  with  low  rent,  for  the  little  fellow, 
his  wife  and  loved  ones.
